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The  Eastern  Roman,  or  Byzantine  Empire  fell  in  the  Spring  of 
1453  to  Ottoman  Sultan  Mehemet  II,  "The  Conqueror."  The  em¬ 
pire  had  persevered  for  a  millennium.  However,  in  its  last  days, 
the  Byzantine  Empire  was  a  shadow  of  its  former  glory. 

Constantine  the  Great  had  moved  the  capital  of  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  to  the  city  of  Byzantium  in  330  AD,  and  had  renamed  the 
city  as  a  monument  to  himself:  Constantinople.  It  was  a  timely 
move.  The  city  of  Rome  had  degenerated  to  a  small  town  with 
delusions  of  grandure  in  central  Europe,  which  had  become  fair 
game  for  Barbarian  invaders  who  plundered  her  material  and 
human  resources  with  relative  impunity.  To  the  east  lay  fertile  soil, 
industrious  people,  and  distance  from  incursions  less  than  civiliz¬ 
ed.  Under  emperor  Justinian,  the  Eastern  Empire  actually  regain¬ 
ed  much  of  the  territory  lost  by  the  Western  Empire.  Justinian's 
armies  recaptured  the  Empire  as  far  west  as  Spain  and  as  far  east 
as  Persia  and  Armenia.  Northern  Africa.  Carthage,  and  Alexan¬ 
dria  in  Egypt  were  Byzantine  cities,  too.  The  Mediterranian  became 
a  Roman  lake  again  under  Byzantine  rule  in  the  sixth  century. 
Through  education  and  through  reform  of  the  Law,  Justinian  and 
his  successors  built  an  empire  that  would  survive  a  thousand  years 
of  devastating  incursions  by  both  northern  barbarians  and  Islamic 
invaders,  all  of  whom  anticipated  capture  of  the  enormous  wealth 
inside  the  fortified  walls  of  Constantinople. 

By  the  fifteenth  century,  however,  not  much  remained  of  the 
glorious  empire  of  Justinian.  In  1453  the  Byzantine  Empire  con¬ 
sisted  almost  only  of  the  city  of  Constantinople  itself.  The  pro¬ 
vince  of  Thrace  and  the  cities  of  Thessalonica,  Monemvasia,  and 
Mistra  and  its  environs  in  the  Peloponnesus  were  in  theory  loyal 
to  the  Empire,  even  though  these  outposts  survived  by  whim  of 
the  Ottoman.  Other  than  these  outposts  and  the  city  of  Constan¬ 
tinople,  there  was  no  more  empire  to  be  loyal  to. 

The  Byzantine  Empire  had  suffered  a  crushing  defeat  in  1204 
AD  when  Constantinople  was  invaded  and  sacked  by  Christian 
crusaders.  The  Crusaders  returned  to  the  West  with  the  wealth  of 
the  empire,  and  after  their  devastation  the  Empire  was  fatally 
wounded.  By  the  fifteenth  century,  grass  grew  through  the  pave¬ 
ment  on  the  streets  of  Constantinople,  once  the  most  glorious  city 
in  the  entire  world.  Sustained  by  bureaucracy,  tradition,  and  trading 
agreements  with  Genoa  and  Milan,  Constantinople  maintained  the 
illusion  of  survival  at  a  price  which  destroyed  the  illusion,  pro¬ 
fiting  only  those  merchants  who  prospered  from  their  exploitation 
of  the  dying  empire. 

Until  its  fall  in  1453,  the  Byzantine  Empire  continued  to  strike 
coins.  Hard  money  was  necessary  for  trade,  and  trade  was  the  on¬ 
ly  way  the  shadow  empire  survived  at  all.  The  coins  struck  in  the 
final  years  of  the  empire  give  us  a  vivid  record  of  the  empire's

declining  wealth.  For  eight  hundred  years  Byzantine  gold  had  been 
the  standard  medium  of  exchange  for  the  entire  world.  The  Byzan¬ 
tine  solidus,  which  replaced  the  Roman  aureus  as  the  standard 
gold  coin  in  310  AD,  remained  true  to  the  standard  of  4.43  grams 
of  pure  gold  with  few  exceptions  until  the  conclusion  of  the  reign 
of  Constantine  VII  in  959  AD:  almost  six  hundred  and  fifty  years! 
The  histamenon  nomisma,  which  replaced  the  solidus,  began  with 
the  same  weight  and  purity,  but  was  debased  to  20  carats  in  the 
mid  eleventh  century,  and  was  badly  debased  to  electrum  by  that 
century's  end.  By  the  eleventh  century  the  cost  of  maintaining  and 
defending  the  empire  severely  outweighed  the  advantage  of  being 
the  empire. 

Attempts  to  reform  the  coinage  were  made  by  Alexius  I  in  1118, 
with  the  introduction  of  the  hyperpyron,  which  means  "highly 
refined.”  Unlike  the  debased  nomismata,  these  coins  were  gold, 
but  at  best  only  20  carats,  which  made  them  "highly  refined”  in 
name  only...  The  reform  did  not  last  long,  and  the  purity  of  even 
the  hyperpyra  declined  without  exception  until  the  fourteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  when  the  empire  ceased  striking  gold  at  all.  By  the  fifteenth 
century,  silver  was  only  occasionally  struck,  and  it  was  the  most 
precious  metal  to  be  coined.

What#s  New  at  the 
Newark  Museum? 

On  display  through  February  12th  are 
almost  200  medals  and  medallic 
sculptures.  According  to  Dorothy  Budd 
Bartle,  curator  of  the  Museum’s 
Numismatic  Collection,  “Our  goal  in 
mounting  this  exhibition  was  to  present  a 
survey  of  medallic  sculpture  available  in 
the  art  world  today.

Many  of  the  medals  on  display  were  ex¬ 
hibited  at  the  Federation  International  de 
la  Medaille  (FIDEM)  held  recently  in 
Helsinki,  Finland.  The  FIDEM  exhibition 
was  held  in  conjunction  with  a  congress  for 
medallic  artists  from  all  over  the  world  in 
order  to  discuss  the  art  of  the  medal  and 
new  techniques  in  the  craft. 

In  addition  to  the  exceptional  pieces 
from  the  Helsinki  show,  seventy  works  by 
thirty-four  American  Medallic  Sculpture 
Association  members  are  also  on  view.

Legislation  authorizing  a  set  of  three 
commemorative  coins  for  the  Olympic 
Games  in  Spain  in  1992  has  been  signed 
into  law.  The  committee  for  the  forthcom¬ 
ing  Olympic  Games  in  Atlanta,  1996,  lost 
no  time  in  staking  their  claim  to  that  year 
by  petitioning  Congress  for  another  three- 
coin  set. 

Meanwhile,  the  Olympic  Centennial 
Program  celebrating  the  Centennial  of  the 
Olympic  Games  will  issue  its  first  of  five 
annual  sets,  starting  with  Canada  in  1992. 
The  sets,  consisting  of  two  silver  coins  and 
a  gold  coin  will  be  minted  in  Australia  in 
1993.  In  1994  La  Monnaie  de  Paris  will 
issue  the  third  set  and  in  1995  it  is  Austria's 
turn.  In  1996  the  Bank  of  Greece  will 
climax  the  series.  That  adds  up  to  seven 
sets  of  coins  between  1992  and  1996.  That 
should  milk  the  coin  collectors  of  the  world 
dry. 

The  Mt.  Rushmore  set  and  a  silver  dollar 
for  the  U.S.O.  is  set  for  1991,  and  there's 
a  500th  Anniversary  of  Columbus’ 
discovery  of  America  in  1992.  (Got 
enough  yet?)  How  about  a  silver  dollar 
commemorating  the  38th  Anniversary  of 
the  Korean  War?  Makes  you  think  it’s  the 
mid-1950s  when  dozens  of  comments  were 
authorized. 

The  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Society  is 
trying  to  get  a  three  coin  set  for  1993 
honoring  the  most  important  event  in 
numismatic  history,  the  founding  of  the 
U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  in  April,  1792. 
No  coins  were  produced  for  circulation 
that  year,  so  1993  is  the  logical  year  for 
the  promotion. 

So  far  the  plan  has  been  greeted  with  a 
great  big  yawn.  Everybody  thinks  it’s  a 
great  idea,  but  nobody  wants  to  help. 

Suppose  we  got  10,000  requests  for  one 
of  our  petitions  in  the  mail!  We  don’t  have 
10,000  stamps  to  mail  them.  Ours  is  a 
small  club,  like  most.  We  can’t  hire  a  lob¬ 
byist  to  twist  arms  either,  we  already  spent 
$100  getting  this  thing  announced. 

We  figured  some  of  the  BIG  clubs  would 
take  the  ball  and  run  with  it.  If  twenty-five 
STATE  organizations  started  making  noise 
to  their  representatives  in  Congress,  it 
might  make  a  difference. 

The  Sussex  County  Coin  Club  and  the 
Hackettstown  Coin  Club  are  the  only  clubs 
to  contact  Congress  and  they  both  got 
answers  that  are  encouraging. 

The  bottom  line  is,  if  YOU  want  to  help, 
get  a  copy  of  our  petition,  on  page  9  of  this 
NJNJ  issue,  and  get  your  coin  club  to  back 
this  100%.

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The  Last  Icon 

(continued  from  page  I ) 

One  of  the  most  distinguishing  features 
of  Byzantine  coinage  beginning  with  the 
reign  of  Michael  III  (843-867),  is  the  in¬ 
clusion  of  Christian  religious  icons  on  the 
coins  of  the  empire.  Self  consciously 
Christian,  the  Empire  portrayed  its 
religious  faith  on  its  coins.  Icon  images  ap¬ 
peared  on  Gold,  Silver,  and  Bronze  coins. 

As  the  metals  of  the  coins  became  debas¬ 
ed,  icon  images  continued  strong.  The 
electrum  histamenon  nomisma  of 
Michael  VII  are  severely  debased, 
however  they  contain  some  of  the  most  ar¬ 
tistic  icon  images  to  appear  on  the  coins 
of  the  empire.  Perhaps  the  empire  found 
in  the  spiritual  strength  of  these  icons  a 
hope  that  was  missing  in  the  material 
wealth  of  the  declining  empire. 

By  the  fifteenth  century,  icon  images 
w'ere  very  different  from  the  confident  im¬ 
ages  of  the  previous  three  hundred  years. 
After  the  invasion  of  the  crusaders  in  1204, 
icons  became  more  crude.  These  later 
coins  seem  to  be  struggling  to  produce 
icons  comparable  to  those  of  the  past,  but 
neither  the  skill  nor  the  wealth  is  there. 
Through  the  reigns  of  the  last  Palaeologan 
emperors,  the  images  become  desperately 
crude,  and  finally,  slovenly. 

In  the  reigns  of  the  empire’s  last 
emperors,  numismatic  icons  appear  at  first 
to  be  the  most  desperate  of  a  crude  line  of 
decline  which  began  in  the  crusades,  and 
continued  through  the  end  of  the  empire. 
However,  an  artistic  analysis  of  the  icons 
of  the  last  coins  of  the  empire  reveals 
something  absolutely  incredible  about 
these  final  icons  of  the  empire.  Perhaps  it 
was  due  to  absolute  necessity,  however, 
these  last  numismatic  icons  picture  ab¬ 
solutely  remarkable  abstract  images  of 
Christ  which  are  incredible  for  purity  of 
design  and  economy  of  form. 

Examine  the  icon  design  on  this 
stavraton  of  John  VIII.  These  silver  coins 
were  minted  in  great  quantity.  Certainly, 
this  image  of  Christ  is  much  different  than 
the  numismatic  icons  of  the  empire’s 
earlier  days.  However,  what  is  remarkable 
about  this  iconic  image  is  that  the  certain 
and  detailed  image  of  Christ  is  represented 
on  this  coin  with  incredible  economy,  con¬ 
sisting  of  only  three  circles,  two  semi¬ 
circles,  and  thirty  lines. 

The  first  of  the  three  circles  is  the  ex¬ 
terior  rim  of  the  design.  The  second  cir¬ 
cle  is  concentric  in  it,  as  the  third  is  within 
the  second.  It  is  more  than  artistically 
significant  that  the  circles  which  surround 
the  icon  are  in  three:  the  Christ  here  icon- 
ed  is  within  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Father, 


Son,  and  Holy  Spirit.  Between  the  second 
and  third  circle  are  six  poionts  or  dots  or 
pellets.  These  have  significance,  too, 
representing  the  eyes  of  the  Seraphim, 
angelic  beings,  around  and  within  the 
Trinitarian  being  of  God,  six  being  a 
representational  number  for  angelic 
beings. 

The  two  semi-circles  form  the  nimbus, 
the  exterior  and  interior  of  the  radiance 
from  the  head  of  the  Christ.  Inside  the  nim¬ 
bus,  the  first  six  lines  are  rays,  radiating 
outward  from  the  head  of  the  Christ,  which 
also  represent  the  visible  timbers  of  the 
Cross  behind  the  head  of  the  Christ. 

Lines  7,  8,  9,  and  10  are  a  brilliant  four 
stroke  representation  of  Christ's  head, 
hair,  face,  and  beard.  Line  eleven  indicates 
the  mouth,  and  continues  through  line 
seven  to  delineate  the  right  shoulder,  and 
also  to  define  where  the  head  ends  and  hair 
and  beard  begin,  a  strategic  line  of  brilliant 
economy.  Lines  12,  13,  14,  and  15  enrich 
the  image  with  indication  of  the  right  hand 
of  the  Christ  raised  in  blessing. 

Christ's  garment  is  delineated  and  fur¬ 
ther  enriched  with  the  remaining  lines,  line 
22  being  the  left  shoulder.  Lines  24  and 
26  outline  a  book  of  the  Gospels,  tradi¬ 
tionally  held  by  the  Christ,  who  is  the 
Word  of  God  incarnate.  Lines  27-30  in¬ 


dicate  the  hand  of  Christ  holding  the 
Gospel  book,  reminding  all  that  the  Christ 
here  represented  was  indeed  a  human  be¬ 
ing.  To  the  left  and  right  of  the  icon  are 
the  letters  IC  and  XC,  the  Greek  letters 
beginning  the  Name  “Jesus  Christ.’’  That 
thirty  lines  are  used  to  icon  the  Christ  is 
significant,  as  the  number  ten  was  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Byzantines  to  be  the  perfect 
and  apocalyptic  number,  and  three  being 
the  Holy  Trinity:  thirty  lines  thus 
represents  the  perfection  of  God. 

The  later  coins  of  the  Byzantine  Empire 
contain  a  simplicity  that  reflects  magnifi¬ 
cent  spiritual  confidence  in  a  desperately 
political  time.  The  simplicity  of  these  coins 
is  similar  to  the  minimalist  movement  in 
music  of  our  time.  Out  of  the  minimal 
resources  given  to  the  Celator  by  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  Empire,  these  craftsmen 
created  remarkable  and  powerful  iconic 
images,  which  continue  to  be  haunting  in 
their  presence,  striking  in  their  simplici¬ 
ty,  and  rich  in  theological  symbolism  and 
meaning.  These  images  are  poignant,  too, 
as  these  final  icons  of  the  soon-to-be- 
cngulfed  Christian  Roman  Empire  are 
powerful  statements  of  faith  from  a 
civilization  whose  power  remained  only  in 
its  faith  w'hich,  even  at  its  end.  is  iconed 
for  us  on  their  coins.
